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REPORT. 


The  ]\redical  Faculty  of  tlie  University  of  Pennsylvania,  in  their 
Annual  Report  and  Announcement  made  two  years  ago,  took  pains 
to  set  forth  the  reasons  which  led  them  to  the  adoption  of  a  plan 
of  conducting  instruction  in  the  school,  which  appeared  to  be  best 
calculated  to  meet  the  wants  and  promote  the  improvement  of  their 
pupils.  The  experience  of  the  two  subsequent  sessions  has  con¬ 
firmed  the  correctness  of  their  views  and  decision,  and  fully  war¬ 
rants  a  continuance  of  the  same  system  for  the  approaching  one  of 
1854-55. 

"Without,  therefore,  occupying  space  to  repeat  those  reasons,  the 
Faculty,  on  the  present  occasion,  in  addressing  the  Alumni  and 
other  friends  of  the  Institution,  and  for  the  sake  of  furnishing  cor¬ 
rect  information  to  those  who  may  have  their  thoughts  directed 
towards  the  school,  with  a  view  of  pursuing  their  medical  studies 
within  its  walls,  would  confine  their  communication  to  a  brief 
report  upon  the  state  of  the  department  under  their  charge,  and  to 
a  schedule  of  the  plan  of  their  course,  together  with  a  statement 
exhibitino;  the  resources  at  their  command  for  affording  thorough 
and  profitable  instruction. 


CONDITION  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  during  last  winter  was 
463,  and  the  number  of  graduates  for  the  year  177. 

The  following  table  exhibits  the  number  of  matriculants  and 
of  graduates  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years,  the  past  session  inclu¬

An  inspection  of  this  table,  and  a  comparison  of  the  numbers 
who  have  attended  the  courses  of  instruction  and  received  the 
honors  of  the  institution  during  the  past  season,  with  those  of  the 
nine  years  preceding,  will  afford  ample  and  gratifying  evidence  of 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  school. 

During  the  term  of  years  here  indicated,  medical  schools  have 
greatly  multiplied  throughout  the  country,  and  some  of  those 
already  existing  have  enjoyed  large  numerical  increase.  Through 
active  competition  for  patronage,  the  tendency  has  been  to  increase 
the  facilities  offered  the  student  in  obtaining  the  medical  degree, 
while  the  demands  upon  his  own  exertion  have  not  been  increased 
in  proportion,  or  the  m.eans  and  methods  of  instruction  in  all  cases 
correspondingly  improved. 

That  under  such  circumstances,  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
conducted  on  the  principles  which  have  always  influenced  its 
Faculty,  should  retain  its  number  of  students  and  graduates  undi¬ 
minished,  argues  for  it  a  solid  footing  in  public  estimation,  and  a 
prosperity  quite  beyond  that  of  a  stationary  condition. 

Among  the  more  important  features  of  improvement  in  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  University  which  the  Faculty  are  pleased  to  discover, 
and  upon  which  they  may  reasonably  congratulate  themselves  are, 
the  better  preliminary  training  and  a  more  earnest  spirit  of  study 
with  which  a  large  portion  of  their  pupils  now  enter  the  school, 
thus  enabling  them  to  profit  in  a  higher  degree  by  the  lessons  of 
instruction  they  receive,  and  to  bear  wdth  them  to  the  theatre  of 
their  future  labors  a  more  thorough  preparation  for  professional 
usefulness. 
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Amid  tlie  changes  ■vvliicTl  have  taken  place  in  the  policy  of  many 
of  the  medical  schools  of  the  United  States,  it  is  well  known  to 
those  who  are  at  all  acquainted  with  the  affairs  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  that  the  Faculty  have  in  no  way  relaxed  their 
long-established  rules  respecting  term  of  study,  hospital  attendance, 
&c.,  or  at  any  time  lowered  the  grade  of  attainment  expected  of  the 
candidate.  When  this  is  borne  in  mind,  the  fact  of  the  mainte¬ 
nance  of  the  class  during  many  years  at  so  nearly  an  uniform  level, 
and  of  its  reaching  the  past  season  above  the  full  average  of  the 
last  ten  years,  is  one  of  much  significance. 

That  such  has  been  her  career  may  justly  excite  a  feeling  of 
honest  pride  with  her  numerous  friends,  wdiile  it  encourages  her 
Faculty  with  the  cheering  assurance  that,  as  their  high  aims  in  the 
cause  of  medical  education  have  been  hitherto  recognized  and  ap¬ 
preciated,  their  future  efforts  in  the  same  direction  will  continue  to 
be  rewarded. 


PRELIMINARY  LECTURES. 

In  consequence  of  the  extensive  scope  of  the  several  branches  to 
be  taught  in  a  full  course  of  medical  instruction,  and  the  scarcely 
sufficient  time  which  even  the  somewhat  longer  session  of  the 
University  allows  for  tlieir  entire  elucidation,  the  Faculty,  a  few 
years  ago,  adopted  the  plan  of  delivering  a  brief  series  of  “  pre¬ 
liminary  LECTURES.” 

These  lectures,  for  the  ensuing  session,  will  begin  on  the  25th  of 
September,  and  be  continued  for  a  period  of  two  weeks. 


TIME  OF  BEGINNING  AND  OF  TERMINATING  THE 
REGULAR  LECTURES. 

Tlie  regular  lectures  of  the  session  of  1854-55  will  commence 
on  Monday  the  9th  of  October,  and  be  continued  without  inter¬ 
mission  until  the  middle  of  the  following  March,  thus  embracing 
an  unbroken  term  of  over  five  months. 
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TIME  OF  HOLDING  THE  EXAMINATION  OF  CANDIDATES 
FOR  GRADUATION. 

The  examination  of  candidates  ■will  commence  immediately  npon 
the  close  of  the  lectures,  and  ■^vdll  be  concluded  in  time  to  allow  the 
commencement  for  conferring  degrees,  to  be  held  on  the  1st 
Saturday  in  April. 

MUSEUM-CABINETS,  AND  OTHER  MEANS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Those  ■who  have  not  recently  visited  the  University  during  the 
progress  of  the  lectures,  or  inspected  its  present  collections,  can 
scarcely  realize  the  extent  to  which  within  a  few  years  past  its 
means  of  demonstrative  instruction  have  been  expanded  and  im¬ 
proved,  or  form  a  correct  estimate  of  what  the  resources  of  the 
Faculty  are  for  effective  teaching. 

The  collection  hitherto  known  as  the  lUiSTAR  Museum  has, 
within  the  past  year,  by  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
been  changed  to  the  name  of  the  Wistar  and  Horner  Museum, 
in  recognition  and  honor  of  the  munificent  bequest  made  to  the 
University  by  its  late  distinguished  Prof,  of  Anatomy,  Dr.  Wm.  E. 
Horner,  of  his  entire  cabinet  of  Avet  and  dry  preparations,  which 
he  had  accumulated  during  a  long  term  of  years  zealously  and 
successfully  devoted  to  his  branch,  and  to  the  interests  of  the 
school. 

This  united  collection,  illustrative  of  Human,  Comparative,  and 
Pathological  Anatomy,  and  of  Physiology,  Surgery,  and  Obstetrics, 
noAV  numbers  not  fewer  than  4,000  specimens,  all  beautifully  pre¬ 
served  and  well  displayed  to  vieAV. 

By  means  of  numerous  cross  sections  and  duplicates  of  specimens 
which  the  present  incumbent  of  the  Chair  of  Anatomy  is  noAv  ar¬ 
ranging  in  the  cases,  so  as  to  exhibit  to  the  eye  their  interesting 
features,  and  through  the  aid  of  the  complete  descriptive  catalogue 
which  he  is  preparing,  this  museum  will  be  prized  by  the  medical 
student  in  an  enhanced  degree  as  a  valuable  resort  for  reference 
and  study. 

The  spacious  and  well-lighted  museum  apartment,  already  having 
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a  gallery  extending  three-fourths  around  it,  has  been  recently  fur¬ 
nished  with  additional  transparent  cases  for  the  reception  of  a 
portion  of  the  rich  and  instructive  collection  of  material  provided 
b}^  the  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  for  the 
elucidation  of  the  subjects  of  his  lectures. 

This  invaluable  addition  to  the  resources  of  the  University  in 
aid  of  demonstrative  instruction  has  been  collected  with  much 
care  and  at  great  cost,  and  as  respects  the  number,  variety,  and 
style  of  execution  of  the  objects  it  embraces,  undoubtedly  consti¬ 
tutes  the  most  complete  cabinet  of  the  kind  in  the  country. 

The  following  are  the  classes  of  objects  it  contains : — 

An  extensive  series  of  wax  preparations  copied  from  the  cele¬ 
brated  collections  of  Guy’s  Hospital  and  University  College,  Lon¬ 
don,  modelled  by  the  eminent  artists  Towne  and  Tuson,  of  London, 
representing  cutaneous  affections,  and  all  the  more  interesting 
pathological  characters  incident  to  the  various  forms  of  disease, 
general  and  special. 

The  entire  Thibert  collection,  illustrative  of  the  pathology  of 
internal  organs. 

A  large  variety  of  wet  preparations  of  diseased  structures. 

A  full  suite  of  finely-executed  drawings,  on  a  magnified  scale, 
representing  histological  pathology,  internal  pathology,  cutaneous 
diseases,  &c.

The  various  instruments  and  aids,  used  in  the  diagnosis  of 
disease. 

For  the  purposes  of  more  easy  reference,  the  extensive  cabinet 
of  Materia  Medica  has  been  located  in  the  IMuseum.  This  consists 
of  all  the  drugs  and  their  varieties  employed  in  the  course  of  in¬ 
struction  on  the  subject,  and  of  rare  and  valuable  specimens  col¬ 
lected  by  the  present  incumbent  of  the  Chair  of  Materia  Medica, 
and  his  predecessor.  Connected  with  this  collection  is  a  rich 
herbarium,  comprising  both  exotic  and  indigenous  plants,  so  placed 
in  frames  as  to  admit  of  ready  inspection.  The  department  is  also 
illustrated  by  a  large  series  of  living  plants  and  delineative  paint¬ 
ings. 

Pertaining  to  the  Departments  of  Chemistry,  Surgery,  Obstetrics, 
and  Institutes,  all  the  instruments,  apparatus,  models,  &c.,  required 
for  illustration,  are  in  the  possession  of  the  professors  of  those 
branches. 
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HOSPITAL  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Prof,  of  Practice,  while  conducting  his  course  of  lectures  in 
the  University,  also,  during  his  term  of  service  as  prescribing  phy¬ 
sician  to  the  Pennsylvania  Ilospital,  which  covers  a  large  portion 
of  the  session,  prescribes  publicly  twice  a  week,  and  exhibits  and 
explains,  in  the  presence  of  the  class,  all  cases  of  interest  which  bear 
being  taken  into  the  amphitheatre  of  that  institution. 

Dr.  Norris,  one  of  the  surgeons  to  the  Hospital,  performs  similar 
valuable  service  in  reference  to  the  branch  of  Surgery,  and  out  of 
the  large  number  of  patients  under  his  charge  during  the  term  has 
constant  occasion  to  perform  operations,  which  the  class  have  the 
benefit  of  witnessing. 

Students  who  pursue  their  studies  throughout  the  year  in  the 
city,  by  taking  the  Hospital  ticket,  have  full  access  to  the  wards  of 
the  Hospital  on  the  prescribing  days  of  all  the  physicians  and 
surgeons  during  that  period. 


CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION  IN  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

As  a  means  of  illustrating  and  forcibly  impressing  the  lessons  of 
the  Lecture-Koom,  clinical  instruction  in  medicine  and  sur¬ 
gery  will  continue  to  be  conducted  by  the  Professors  in  the  college 
building  twice  a  week  throughout  the  session,  and  no  effort  will  be 
wanting  to  render  this  auxiliary  interesting  and  of  practical  value 
to  the  students  of  the  sehool. 

The  number  of  patients  brought  before  the  class  and  treated 
during  the  past  season,  was  upwards  of  one  thousand,  and  embraced 
an  extensive  variety  of  disease,  acute  and  chronic,  and  a  large 
number  of  surgical  operations  of  both  major  and  minor  grade. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  statements  respecting  the  classes,  mode 
of  conducting  instruction,  and  the  resources  at  command  of  the 
Faculty,  it  may  be  afiirmed  with  truth,  as  it  is  with  pride,  that  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania  has  never  enjoyed  a  more  solid  pros¬ 
perity,  nor  been  in  a  condition  so  well  provided  in  all  its  depart¬ 
ments  for  performing  the  work  of  efficient  medical  teaching  as  at 
the  present  time. 
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REGULATIONS 

or  THE 

MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
PENNSYLVANIA. 


The  Medical  Department  is  under  tlie  immediate  government  of 
tlie  iMedical  Professors,  wlio  constitute  tlie  Faculty  of  Medicine, 
subject  to  the  Pules  and  Statutes  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
Faculty  consists  of 

A  Professor  of  the  Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and 
Clinical  Medicine, 

A  Professor  of  Anatomy, 

A  Professor  of  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy, 

A  Professor  of  Chemistry, 

A  Professor  of  Surgery, 

A  Professor  of  Obstetrics,  and  the  Diseases  of  Women  and 
Children,  and 

Professor  of  the  Institutes  op  Medicine. 

The  Medical  Faculty  hold  meetings  for  the  purpose  of  arranging 
and  conducting  the  business  of  their  department,  and  for  the  pre¬ 
servation  of  order  and  decorum  among  the  medical  students. 

One  of  the  members  acts  as  Dean,  whose  duty  it  is  to  keep  the 
Minutes  of  the  Faculty,  to  arrange  the  examination  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  for  graduation,  to  conduct  the  business  of  the  Faculty  at  their 
meetings,  and  to  attend  to  correspondence. 

The  Session  for  the  Medical  Lectures  begins  early  in  October, 
and  ends  in  the  middle  of  March  ensuing. 

The  Commencement  for  conferring  the  Degree  of  Doctor  of 
jMedicine,  is  held  by  a  special  mandamus  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
early  in  April. 

The  following  are  the  Rules  in  force  in  relation  to  the  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine; — 

I.  The  candidate  mmst  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
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have  applied  himself  to  the  study  of  Medicine  for  three  years,  and 
been,  during  that  time,  the  private  pupil,  for  two  years  at  least,  of 
a  respectable  practitioner  of  Medicine. 

II.  The  candidate  must  also  have  attended  two  complete  courses 
of  the  following  Lectures  in  this  Institution; — 

Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine, 

Anatomy, 

Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy, 

Chemistry, 

Surgery, 

Obstetrics,  and  the  Diseases  of  "Women  and  Children, 

Institutes  of  IMedicine. 

III.  Medical  students  who  have  attended  one  complete  course  in 
a  respectable  Medical  School,  wLere  the  attendance  on  two  complete 
courses  is  necessary  to  a  degree,  where  the  same  branches  are  taught 
as  in  this,  and  which  is  placed  upon  the  ad  Eundem  of  this  school, 
are  permitted  to  become  candidates  by  an  attendance  here  for  one 
full  course ;  the  rules  of  graduation  being  in  other  respects  observed. 
They  are  also  exempted  from  the  payment  of  fees  upon  attending  a 
second  term. 

lA^.  The  candidate  must  also  have  attended  one  course  of  Clini¬ 
cal  Instruction  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  or  some  other  Institu¬ 
tion  approved  of  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 

A’".  AVhen  a  candidate  applies  to  the  Dean  for  admission,  he  must 
exhibit  his  tickets  to  prove  that  the  above  rules  have  been  complied 
with. 

VI.  The  candidate,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  must  deliver 
to  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  a  Thesis,  composed  by  himself, 
on  some  medical  subject.  This  thesis  is  referred  to  one  of  the  Pro¬ 
fessors,  who  shall  examine  the  candidate  upon  it,  and  make  his 
report  thereon  to  the  Aledical  Faculty. 

VII.  When  a  candidate  is  rejected,  his  essay  will  be  retained  by 
the  Aledical  Faculty. 

VIII.  The  essay  must  be  in  the  candidate’s  own  handwriting, 
and  must  be  written  uniformly  on  letter  paper  of  the  same  size, 
the  alternate  pages  being  left  blank.'^ 

*  The  essay  should  be  written  upon  Thesis  paper.  This  is  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
venient  binding  together  into  volumes.  It  is  recommended  to  the  candidate  to  prepare 
his  thesis  before  the  commencement  of  the  second  coui-se  of  lectures. 
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IX.  Bad  spelling  in  a  Thesis,  or  evidences  of  want  of  literary 
culture,  will  preclude  a  candidate  from  examination  for  a  degree. 

X.  A  Thesis  may  be  published  by  the  candidate  if  he  desire  it, 
the  permission  of  the  Professor  by  whom  he  was  examined  thereon 
being  first  obtained  ;  but  no  alteration  shall  be  made  in  such  thesis 
without  the  consent  of  the  said  Professor. 

XI.  The  voting  on  the  case  of  each  candidate  is  by  ballot. 
Candidates  who  have  not  been  successful  upon  a  first  examination, 
will  be  permitted  to  have  a  second,  when  all  the  classes  have  been 
disposed  of  by  the  Faculty.  The  second  examination  will  be  con¬ 
ducted  in  full  meeting  of  the  Professors. 

XII.  The  candidate  shall  pay  the  fees  of  graduation  at  the  time 
of  his  examination,  or  before  receiving  notice  of  his  success ;  his 
name  may  then  be  entered  on  the  Eegister  of  passed  candidates,  for 
the  purpose  of  being  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  included 
in  the  mandamus  for  a  Degree. 

XIII.  Candidates  who  have  passed  their  examination,  and  in 
other  respects  complied  Avith  the  regulations,  are  to  be  reported  by 
the  Dean  to  the  Provost,  who  will  communicate  such  report  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  in  order  that,  if  approved  of  by  them,  their 
jnandamus  be  issued  for  conferring  the  Degree. 

XIY.  The  Degree  will  not  be  conferred  upon  a  candidate  Avho 
absents  himself  from  the  Public  Commencement,  except  by  special 
permission  of  the  Medical  Faculty. 

XV.  Graduates  of  Medical  Schools,  on  the  ad  Eundem  list,  by 
attending  one  complete  course  in  this  Institution,  and  complying 
Avith  the  above  regulations,  are  put  upon  the  same  footing  Avith  stu¬ 
dents  Avho  have  attended  two  complete  courses  here ;  that  is,  they 
ma3^  present  themselves  as  candidates  for  graduation ; — also,  if  they 
attend  a  second  time,  the  tickets  Avill  be  free.  Such  graduates,  if 
of  five  years’  standing,  are  permitted  to  attend  the  course  of  Lec¬ 
tures,  upon  a  general  ticket  of  admission,  free  of  expense,  except 
the  cost  of  the  matriculating  ticket.  But  this  general  ticket  does 
not  qualify  for  graduation.
